Wilsen Puts $15,000 im Bonds. 
President Wilson, not knowing of 
some plans in the making by the pub- 
licity bureau for the taking of his 


subscription, subscribed through a lo- 
cal bank several days ago for $15,000, 
sending his check for $13,500 in part 
payment. The fact that the president 
had bought bonds was not known till 
today, when a photograph of his sign- 
ed application appeared in a loan ad- 
vertisement. Tonight the president 
anee a loan speech at a local thea- 

e. : 

“The two brightest spots in the day’s 
campaigning,” the treasury announced 
tonight, “were the Dallas and Atlanta 
districts. Secretary McAdoo aroused 
tremendous enthusiasm ih Atlanta and 
tonight messages came from there say- 
ing the banks were swamped with 
subscriptions. The Dallas district be- 
gan its campaign early today with 
_Galvesto&f going past its minimum. 
| “Galveston wired that the people 
‘there had ‘given till it hurt.’ Every 
(city and hamlet in Texas hald a Lib- 
erty Day meeting and wonderful re- 
‘Sults ensued. Like the Atlanta dis- 
‘trict, it was unable tonight to give 
.more than a rough estimate of the 
day’s progress. Nine million dollars in 
subscriptions were received in the city 
jof Dallas. 

“It was a big day in the Cleveland 
district. Hundreds of persons were 
turned away from the meeting address- 
ed by former Ambassador Gerard. Over- 
flow meetings were held. The Cleve- 
‘land city total now is estimated at 
$50,000,000, 

$100,000,000 for Chicago. 

“Reports from Cincinnati and Pitts- 
burg were very encouraging. After- 
noon reports showed that since the 
campaign began Chicago had subscrib- 
ed approximately $100,000,000. Best 
‘figures obtainable show that the St. 
Louis district will subscribe its min- 
jimum total by Saturday. 

“Among the’Pacific coast figures for 
the campaign received tonight were: 

San Francisco $60,000,000; Los An- 
geles city and county $15,000,000; San 
Diego $3,000,000. é 

“Kansas City reported only a few 
words—that subscriptions were large. 
Hawaii also celebrated the day. A 
message from the governor said the 
islands did not know their total, but 
were going ahead to roll up the largest 
possible quota. More than . $3,000,000 
already has been raised there.” 

From the farthest corners of the 
world Americans are answering the 
call. Subscriptions have been receiv- 
ed, it was sald, from citizens in almost 
every foreign land. A supply of post- 
ers sent each American consul stirred 
some of them to such enthusiasm that 
they responded by cable. 

The Presbyterian Synod of Virginia, 
whose jurisdiction includes Maryland 
and the District of Columbia, recessed 
at its annual convention at Alexan- 
dria, across the Potomac, today, so 
that its delegates ‘could participate in 
the local Liberty Day parade. 


NEW ORLEANS 
REACHES $8,000,000. 

New Orleans, October 24.—Liberty 
day ceremonies ended here with a 
parade and rally tonight in Canal 


street. Crowds estimated to contain 
,more than 50,000 persons heard v- 
-ernor Pleasant, Mayor Behrman and 
others deliver addresses urging over- 
subscription to the second Liberty loan. 

That. the total subscriptions in New 
Orleans had reached or exceeded $8,- 
000,000, the city’s minimum quota, was 
asserted by members of the headquar- 
ters staff of the subscription organiza- 
tion. Figures were unavailable to- 
night as few reports were received. As 
evidence that subscriptions were nu- 
merous throughout the state, it was 
announced that St. Mary’s parish, with 
a quota of $316,000, had subscribed 
$483,000.

The busiest set of people in Atlanta 
during the last two weeks, bar none, 
have been the Boy Scouts of Atlanta.

The resolution contains declarations 
accusing Premier Kerensky of a de- 
isre to deliver Petrograd into the 
hands of the Germans and their “im- 
perialist allies,” and also of openly 
favoring the German emperor. The 
resolution demands that all power pass 
into the hands of the council-of -sol- 
diers and workmen and instructs the 
executive committee to propose an ar- 
mistice to afl the nations. As long as 
peace is not concluded, however, con- 
tinues the resolution, the committee 
must defend Petrograd and restore the 
army to the status of combative force. 
In consequence of this resolution, the 
Petrograd council of soldiers’ and 
workmen's delegates has decided to 
form a revolutionary general staff for 
the defense of Petrograd.

MICHAELIS QUITS 


— 


London, October 24. — Dr. Georg 
Michaelis, the German imperial chan- 
eelior, has placed his portfolio in the 
hands of Emperor William, according 
to an Amsterdam dispatch given out 
by the wireless press. 

REPORT ON CRISIS 

MADE TO KAISER. 

William returned to Berlin last night 
prepared to begin dealing immediately 
with the political crisis, particularly 
as it affects the imperial chancellor- 
ship. Rudolf von Valentini, chief of 
the emperor's civil cabinet, made a re- 
port to the emperor on the train on the 
various developments of the internal 
political situation during the emperor's 
absence in the Balkans. 

Valentini is known jokingly as “the 
earrier of the bowstring,” on account 
of the part he plays in the political 
demise of the highest imperial and 
Prussian civil officials. He acts as the 
emperor's eyes and ears in ascertaining 
public and political opinion. 

Responsibility is accredited popular- 
ly to Valentini for the selection of Dr. 
Michaelis when it was decided to drop 
Prince von Buelow as a candidate ow- 
ing to the socialist announcement that 
they would make open war on the gov- 
ernment if the prince was reinstated as 
chancellor. 

It is said that Michaelis was not 
even considered three hours before his 
appointment was made. 

Prince von Buelow again is being ad- 
vocated strongly for the chancellorship 
by the conservatives. Socialists, 
through the party news service, an- 


nounce that if the emperor asks the 
opinion of the reichstag parties they 
will not hesitate to tell him their un- 
favorable opinion of Von Buelow.

to be attempting to unite on the line 
of advice to be given Emperor Wil- 
liam should he decide to consult them 
regardiing a change of chancellors. 

Apparently the conferees have es- 
tablished no particular unity of pur- 
pose, and the number of candidates 
mentioned for the post does not seem 
to have decreased. The center and na- 
tiona] liberal members differ sharply 
with the socialists and a section of 
the radicais regarding the propriety 
of infringing in any wey upon the 
throne’s prerogative in the selection 
of the chancellor. 

The Catholic organ, Germania, which 
has been demanding the retirement of 
Chancellor Michaelis as indispensable, 
now admits that a solution reached by 
retaining him in office is possible and 
acceptable. This solution, however, 
seems highly improbable. The press 
quite generally considers Chancellor 


Michaelis as good as eliminated, and is 
indulging in wit tina wy lemics on 
the merits of various candidates.

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TWO BOARDS TO ADVISE. 
ON EXCESS PROFITS TAX 


Lawyers and Business Men to 
Aid Secretary McAdoo in 
Enforcing Law. 


Washington, October 24.—ecretary 
McAdoo announced tonight in a state- 
ment made public here, that he war go- 
ing to ask prominent business men 
and lawyers to assist him in carrying 
out the provisions of the excess profits 
tax and to that end that two boards 
would be created in an advisory capac- 
ity to the treasury department, 

The first board, designated the ex- 
cess profits advisory board, will be 
composed of men of high character and 
wide experience in business and eco- 
nomics, particularly with reference to 
taxation. This board will analyze the 
law and assist in drafting regulations 
to make it effective and digest sug- 
gestions from business men of the 
country which the department will en- 
deavor to obtain. 

The second board, designated the ad- 
visory board of legal review, composcd. 
of leading lawyers, will advise the de- 
partment in the many legal y»robdlems 
connécted with the administration of 
the law. 

The personnel of Doth boards, it was 
said, probably would be ansounced in 
a few days. 

McAdeoo’s Announcement. 


The department’s announcement 


says: 

“Secretary McAdoo today anneunced 
that he would establish an excess 
profits advisory board to assist the 
| commissioner of internal revenue in 


construing and applying the excess 
oie provisions of the war revenue 
act. 

“The creation of this board is one of 
the most important steps contemplated 
by the secretary in the reorganization 
of the internal revenue service for the 
administration of the large task im- 
posed by the new act. his is the 
greatest tax law in the history of the 
country, and it is the desire and pur- 
pose of the secretary to administer it 
effectually with the least possible in- 
convenience to the public, to business 
and to taxpayers generally. 

“Under the plan of reorganization 
eres by the secretary an advisory 
oard of legal review also will be cre- 
ated to be composed of prominent at- 
torneys of large experience to advise 
the commissioner of internal revenue in 
the many problems of law connected 
with the edministration of the war rev- 
enue act in all its phases of taxation. 
This board will bring to the bureau a 
fresh and intimate acquaintance with 
| modern business and legal practice and 
thought. 

“One of the most tmportant tasks 
devolving upon the treasury depart- 
ment in connection with the adminis- 
tration of the new law Is to acquaint 
the public with all the new taxes and 
how and when to pay them. Thi's will 
make an extensive campaign of edu- 
cation desirable. To accomplish this 
the secretary contemplates the crea- 
tion of a new division of work in the 
bureau under a supervisor of busi- 
ness co-operation. 


In Touch With Public. 


“This official will keep in close touch 
with the public and business and dif- 
fuse information through all possible 
channels to the taxpayers. It is con- 
templated to organize for this purpose 
voluntary state and local committees. 
These state, city, town and precinct 
committees will have no administra- 
tive function, but will provide a chan- 
nel for conveying tax and revenue in- 
formation to every community and will 
furnish helpful advice to the depart- 
peent regarding the «pplication of the 


aw. 

“By direction of the secretary, the 
commissioner of internal revenue is 
communicating with associations in 
every line of business and industry in 
the country, inviting sug ions with 
regard to the tfnterpretation, applica- 
tion or administration of the excess 
profits provisions of the law. These 
suggestions will be carefully consid- 
ered and analyzed by the excess profits 
advisory board. 

“These measures and the reorganiza- 
tion of the staff and line of the bureau 
of internal revenue will immeasurably 
strengthen the service and equip it to 
handle the large task before it. Tax 
collection in normal times has beeen 
largely an incident In the conduct of 
government and business, while today 
it is an event having the most vital 
bearing on the prosecution of our war 
of defense and on the vast task of 
production and distribution which the 
war | brought to American busi- 
ness.

_ 200,000,000 Pounds Bought 

‘in Louisiana and Will Be 
Moved North—Lower 
Prices Promised Con- 
sumers. 


Washington, October 24.—Two hun- 
dred million pounds of Louisiana cane 
‘gugar was contracted for here today 
by the American Sugar Refining com- 
pany and will begin moving northward 
mext week to relieve the serious short- 
age of the eastern states. 

If the eastern consumer had been 
compelled to await the coming of this 
year’s supply from western beet and 
Cuban cane fields, there would have 
been no relief for existing near famine 
conditions until late in November. 
‘For the 200,000,000 pounds the reftn- 
ers paid about $13,000,000, or approxi- 
mately 6% cents a pound. After adding 
the cost of transportation and refining, 
it is estimated that they will be 
able to sell to the wholesaler at stead- 
ily reducing prices, beginning at 8.35 
cents, eastern seaboard, and dropping 
to 7.26 by the end of the year. The: 
latter figure is the seaboard price pre- 
viously fixed by agreement for Cuban, 
Hawalian and western beet sugar and 
the price the food administration ex- 
pects to maintain. 

Lewer Prices te Censumer.. 

With the refiners’ price at 835, the 
food administration announced tonight, 
wholesalers in the northeast should 
sell at about 8.60, with the price de- 
creasing proportionately with reduc- 
tions by the refiners. This, it was said, 
should mean a price of 9 cents to the 
consumer at once and of not more than 


8 cents by the end of the year. The 
big deal for Louisiana sugar was an- 
nounced tonight at the food administra- 
tion after a two-day conference there 
of the producers, headed by John M. 
Parker, federal food administrator for 
Louisiana; Earl D. Babst, president of 
the American Sugar Refining company, 
and officials of the administration. 

In anticipation of the sale the 
transportation division of the food ad- 
ministration already has arranged for 
sufficient shipping to transport 100,- 
000,000 pounds of the sugar to the 
Philadelphia, Boston and New York re- 
fineries. The first cargoes, leaving 
mext week, will go to New York. 


After the Retailers. 


With the wholesale market virtually 
out of the way, the administration now 
is turning its attention to retailers 
and is prepared to cut off the supplies 
of those who insist upon taking war 
profits. Prices from the manufactur- 
ers have been fixed, all wholesalers wilt 
come under license on November 1 and 
the retailer now presents the only real 
problem. 

Both refiners and distributors are in- 
structed to withhold supplies from any 
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senate who have stopped to argue and 
to question.

“The time for questioning is passed,”

DISLOYAL AMERICANS 
INFLUENCED KAISER. : 

The German emperor “had been led 
by disloyal people in this country to 
believe that America never would 
fight,” the secretary of the treasury 
continued, “and that any transgression 
of our rights would be met simply by 
protests.” 

Had. America submitted and kept her 
ships off the seas, discord and discon- 
tent among American people would 
have followed, Mr. McAdoo said, and 
the German emperor by one stroke of 
his pen would have accomplished “more 
destruction upon American farms, in 
American factories and in American 
business houses and to American in- 
terests all over this land than he could 
accomplish with all the armies and 
navies of the German empire.” 

After telling what stoppage of Amer- 
ican sea commerce would have meant in 
loss to cotton growers ofthe south, and 
of Germany’s efforts to involve the 
United States with Japan and Mexico 
through the Zimmerman intrigue, the 
secretary turned to ruthless submarine 
warfare and recited the stories of help- 


‘less men and women being drowned 


at sea. 
“Some man has said, or is alleged to 


| have said, that America had no justift- 
‘cation for this war with Germany,” the

secretary declared. “If there be an 
American, or any man in this land, 
whether he is an American or not, who, 
knowing this record, says that we did 
not have justification for war with 
Germany, then yellow blood flows in 
his veins—he hasn’t any red blood in 
him.” 

Mr. McAdoo denounced those individ- 
uals who would make peace with the 
Kkaiser’s government and the “alleged 
peace societies” in this country. The 
latter are merely “German wolves mas- 
querading in the hides of American 
traitors,” he declared, while some of 


the former are deluded and simple peo- 
ple, and “some are in the pay of the 
kaiser.” 

The secretary, who has completed a 
tour through the west and southwest 
in the interest of the Liberty loan, said 
his trip had convinced him that Amer- 
ica is awake to the fact that this coun- 
try is waging a war for self-preserva- 
tion and knows that when the struggle 
is carried to a successful conclusion 
the liberty of the United States wil] 
never be imperilled again.

“The soldier does not ask the gov- 
ernment to guarantee him safety,” 
said Mr. McAdoo. “He expects to die, 
if necessary, but he has a right to ask 
the civilian population to do this 
much for him-—to arm him with the 
best gun that American money and 
American ingenulty can devise, a gun 
that will shoot faster and farther than 
any gun yet made, and give him the 
best bayonet that can be forged by 
America’s skill and brawn. 

“It is the only chance he has for his 
life. That is all we can do for him. 
Ilen’t he entitled to it?” 

The $5.000,000,000 raised through the 
second Liberty loan will be devoted 
chiefly to this, the secretary said, and

“After traversing thirty states in

We seek not to conquer any other peo- 
ples, and make them subjects of this 

reat republic. But, while we are fight- 
ng for these ideals, and it is well to 
restate them as often as possible, 
America fights for something more 
proximate than that—she fights for 
certain essential rights of her people, 
rights that involve their very life, and 
the integrity of their institutions, 
rights which have been challenged and 
rights which have been disregarded nf 
a greatest military despot of all 

me.” 

Mr. McAdoo dwelt upon Germany’s 
violation of the world-old principle 
thet no merchant ship should be sunk 
without warning, and declared that 
Germany was the only country calling 
itself civilized which had ever violated 
this rule. He presented a graphic de- 
scription of an imaginary invasion of 
American soil by German forces, and 
then drew a comparison showing that 
the sinking of American ships and the 
destruction of American lives thereon 
was more horrible than any possible 
invasion could be. 

“It is undoubtedly true,” said the 
speaker, “that within the past three 
years this nation was frequently on the 
verge of war because of those infrac- 
tions of the kaiser. 

“But each time our great, peace-lov- 
ing president, with an earnest desire 
to maintain peace and to strictly .ob- 
serve the obligations of neutrality

our part, first demanded that these ag- 
gressions upon our rights. be stopped. 
And each time the kaiser promised 
that he would not repeat this offense, 
and just as frequently as he made the 
promises he disregarded them.” 


WAR OF 1812 FOR 
SAME PRINCIPLES. 

Mr. McAdoo then referred to Ger- 
many’s ultimatum on January 31 last 
when America was warned that she 
would not be permitted after that date 
to sail her ships upon the zone 
scribed by the kaiser. He then 
pressed upon his audience the fact that 
the war of 1812 followed just such an 
announcement from another nation, 
and declared that the freedom of the 
SC€AS Was as dear now as it was In 1812. 

The speaker explained that America’s 


prosperity was due to her production of | 


more than she could consume, and out- 
lined the effect of restricted com- 
merce upon her future. 

“I can illustrate that to you,” he 
continued, “by what happened imme- 
diately upon Th outbreak of the war 
in August; 1914. The first effect was, 
of course, to paralyze s...pping every- 
where. Every German, every British, 
every French ship scurried to the first 
friendly port, and refused to go out. 
There were German, British and French 
raiders at sea, and naturally the mer- 
chant vessels did“not want to take any 
chances. Our own vessels, and there 
were very few of them at that time, 
were also refusing to sail. They did 
not know just what the conditions 
were going to be; they did not want 
to risk any of the uncertainties of the 
situation.

We produce each year tn this 
country something like twelve million 
to fifteen million bales of cotton, and 
at least seven million bales of that cot- 
ton must find a market in foreign coun- 
tries, principal] in Great Britain, 
France and Belgium.

SOUGHT RELIEF 
FOR FARMERS. 


“I endeavored, as secretary of the 
treasury, to give some relief. The only 
relief I could offer was to deposit goOV- 
ernment funds, to the extent that we 
had available funds, in the banks of 
the south, asking them, fn turn, to lend 
those moneys upon as favorable terms 
as possible to all farmers they could 
reach, to enable them to carry their 
cotton until normal conditions could be 
restored. 

“But the first effect of the shipping 
congestion was to induce every man 
who owned cotton, and 
which was carrying cotton as collat- 
eral, and every merchant who had 
loaned money to the farmer upon the 
security of his crop, to try to sell cot- 
ton quickly, because each wanted to 
get rid of it before the slump came. In 
other words, the demoralization which 
comes from the inability to market the 
surplus in foreign countries arises 
from the attempt to sell great quanti- 
ties of a staple, be it cotton or grain, 
or whatever else, in the home market, 
when there is not enough demand there 
to absorb it, and, of course, prices de- 
cline; they go down below the cost of 
production.

He would have made us pay more in 
indemnities to secure peace, and then 
upon whatever terms he might have 
been gracious enough to give us than 
we will have to pay in ten years to arm 
the manhood of this great nation, vin- 
dicate its honor and defeat the kaiser.” 

The speaker declared that American 
“peace societies” were merely German 
wolves masquerading as American trai- 
tors, and stated that any man who con- 
tended America had no justification 
for war had no red blood in his veins. 

“Having decided to fight, we are 
not afraid to fight,” the secretary of 
the treasury continued. 

“The first thing ta do is to raise the 
money to carry on this great war. 
You cannot fight wars without money. 
Fortunately the American people have 
the materia] resources, they have the 
wealth and great as this operation is, 
we are able to put it through. We have 
to raise something like eighteen bil- 
lions of dollars this fiscal year. It is 
a staggering sum of money when you 
think about it. and yet it is not so 
great for America. As compared with 
our resources, it is not a great sum.

It is simply 
asking them to lend their surplus mon- 
ey to the government and the govern- 
ment proposes to pay them four per 
cent ingerest on it.” 

Very briefly Mr. McAdoo impressed 
upon his audience the fact that the 
government is not an intangible some- 
thing, separate and apart, but that it 
is the people themselves and that the 
ropronentatives in Washington are the 
servants, rather than the rulers, of the 
people.

It 
would be treason to deprive the country 
of this great source of food conserva- 
tion and I am glad the American Forestry 
association has called attention to the 
walue of snakes. 

The evidence, the testimony of natural- 
ists and the casual observer of the dietary 
habits of snakes all go to substantiate this 
position. In certain regions of the far west, 
where the ground squirrel, pocket gopher 
and the mole constantly menace agriculture 
there is an unwritten law that protects the 
nom-poisonous snake, precisely as the writ- 
ten word safeguards the insectiverous birds 
and such scavengers as the buzzard and the 
gull, and the farmer who finds one of these 
reptiles—such, for instance, as a bull snake 
—dead on his premises feels justified in go- 
ing gunning for the slayer. 

Peter Gruber—and Peter ought to know— 
holds that there is no more sense in killing 
a snake, regardless of its type, just because 
it is a snake, and just because some species 
of snake are venomous, than there would be 
in declaring war upon every wild thing that 
wears feathers and flies simply because cer- 
tain birds are predatory. And he stands 
unflinéhingly and flatfootedly on the theory 
that the snakes that are not only harmless, 
but whose habits render them the friend of 
the farmer—which includes all but a very 
few species—should be protected solely for 
the benefit of agriculture. 

And he further holds that if men will not 
protect them by common and voluntary coh- 
sent, then they ought to be protected by law, 
just as friendly birds are protected—tradi- 
tional prejudice and superstition to the con- 
trary notwithstanding. And who can rise 
to successfully challenge the correctness 
of Peter’s line of argument? 

Come again, Mr. Rogers! Your last was 
exceedingly interesting, but it cannot be said 
that it is as yet fully convincing.

HEALTH TALKS 


PSYCHOLOGY AND PNEUMONIA. 

Ordinarily we do not look for inspiration 
in a popular publication, but here is an item 
in the September number of the American 
Magazine which challenges a question: The 
item quotes Dr. J. J alsh, physician, psy- 
chologist, author and teacher, to this effect: 

; . . Nature is no fool. She has pro- 
vided for the wr tg he. big things, if men will 
only want to do em, 

Another example: take the Frenchmen 
who held the first line at Verdun. Those 
men were in their trenches eight days and 
eight nights. The weather was bitterly cold. 
Some of them were standing in water up to 
their knees. The first day they had two 
plates of soup. The second day they had the 
same. The mid day they had a plate of 
soup and one real meal; the next, two meals. 
At the end of the eighth day . . . these men 
left their trenches . . . too tired to say any- 
sniDs, but their firm-set jaws said it for 
‘We held that line!’ , 

Of course they held it. They had to 
hold it.. When they retired they ay down 
on: the ground and instantly ell asleep. 
Their clothing was frozen on them. The 
only thing done for them was the throwin 
of a blanket over them as they lay dea 
asleep. Not one of them, I understand, had 
pneumonia, If anybody had asked the medi- 
cal profession in advance whether such a 
thing could have occurred, I think the an- 
swer would have been in the negative.” 

Not unanimously, however. There would 
have been a voice here and there crying out 
in the wilderness, Why should men under 
such conditions be liable to neumonia 
rather than diphtheria or typhoid fever or 
other infectious disease? 

On what ground does the peychologist as- 
sume that pneumonia is likely to prevail 
among persons exposed to the cold? That 
is a mere popular phobia. Pneumonia is an 
indoor disease, a fireside ailment. Bad 
weather, severe cold, dampness, exposure to 
the elements and all that sort of thing may 
be ignored, should be ignored, in the face of 
facts thus far established. The respiratory 
infectiona, all the so-called “colds,” including 

neumonia, are favored by indoor residence 
n nice warm apartments, and opposed in- 
variably by exposure to weather. It would 
be a de ight to debate this point with a good 
psychologist, before a jury of sound men 
averaging not over thirty-five years of age. 

To perpetuate the delusion of taking cold 
from exposure to weather conditions most 
regrettable, in view of the present af€cepted 
method of treating tuberculosis. It is de- 
plorable because it naturally tends to shatter 
the confidence of the lay public in the open- 
air schoolroom. It is harmful because it en- 
courages procrastination and dalliance with a 
“slight cold’ in the belief that it isa of no 
significance. It reacts as an obstacle to 
the intelligent work of the physician who 
wishes to get his pneumonia patient out on 
the porch where there is a fighting chance 
of recovery.

Fighting Work Is Urged 


IN GREAT BRITAIN For Man of Fighting Age 


Lord Northcliffe Tells Chi- 

cago Audience It Is Due to 
' Subsidy Rich Are Taxed to 
Pay—U. S. Must Build 
Ships. 


’ 


Chicago, October 24.—Lord WNorth- 
cliffe, head of England’s special mis- 
sion to this country, was the guest of 
honor at a banquet of the Chicago As- 
sociation of Commerce tonight. The 
menu was meatless, in conformity with 
the request of the national food ad- 
ministration. In addition it was liquor- 
less. At its close the distinguished 
Briton received a welcome lasting sev- 
eral, minutes when he arose to speak. 

“IT am one of those. who may say 
quite plainly, and believe absolutely, 
that we are only at the very beginning 
of this strange and mysterious thing 
that is passing over the world,” he said. 


“Every person who thinks the war is | 


approaching its close very naturally di- 
minishes his or her ardor in the pros- 
ecution of the war. This is a war of 
the many behind the army. In the old 
days war was chiefly fought by sol- 
diers. Today it is achieved by loan 
subscribers, mechanics, controllers of 
great munition plants, farm producers, 
and in my own country very largely by 


women who have taken,up men’s work. ; 


“Sometimes my friends here tell me 
they thinkgthe people are not yet suf- 
ficiently earnest about the war. But 
1 have found tremendous enthusiasm 
in the United States for the war and a 
gradual understanding of the fact that 
it is the essence of a world revolution. 
In your American cities you have a 
capacity for getting together, for com- 
bination, that we have not yet learned. 
I have found no lack of enthusiasm 
anywhere I have been in this country. 
Here today, in a city, I am told, which 
hes a German population equal to Dus- 
seldorf, I have witnessed an enthu- 
siasm that is inspiring. 

Shipping the Question. 

“Now let us be frank. We have been 
told that you must put 6,000,000 tons 
of ships in the water in 1918. I see no 
signs of such a tonnage in 1918. I do 
see signs of filling sixteen great can- 
tonments: of the manufacture of im- 
mense amounts of munitions; but I do 
not see the signs of that bridge across 


the Atlantic, without which all this re- 
cruiting, all this enthusiasm, all this 
manufacturing will be null and void. 
Therefore, I urge you, entreat you, to 
believe that your army without trans- 
ports will be valueless. You have the 
power to build these ships. You are 
easily the most adaptable mechanical 
nation in the world. jf you set your 
mind to build these s#ips you can do 
it as easily as you succeeded in a more 
difficult task—inducing 100,000,000 peo- 
ple to consent to military conscription. 
What was our great difficulty you ac- 
complished almost in a night. To me 
the thing seemed like a miracle. 

“It is no doubt because of their 
knowledge of the fact that shipbuilding 
is not making the progress here that 
it should, that the Germans affect to 
believe that you will not be able to 
enter the war in sufficient time to be 
of value in the war. In this matter of 
shippiing you strike at a vital point in 
the waging of this war. Ifwou cannot 
get the supplies to the men it seems 
to me almost idle to add to your al- 
ready vast army. 

“Get together on this as you have 
on other things pertaining to the war 
and you will make yours the army that 
restores peace to the world—not an 
early peace—but the peace .to which 
we are all lookiing forward to so 
eagerly. 

Why Food Is Cheap in England. 

“Now as to the extraordinary fact 
that food bought in the United States 
and shipped to Great Britain is sold 
there cheaper than in this country. It 
seems a paradox that flour should be 
cheaper in London than in Minneapolis, 
but the explanation is a most simple 
one. Our government is taking money 
out of the pockets of the rich to put 
cheap flour into the mouths of the 
poor. Our white flour is subsidized to 
the extent of $260,000,000 a year, it is 
therefore sold under cost. That is why 
our people are getting American flour 
cheaper than your people. 

“In respect to other articles of food 
consumption you must rmember that 
we have a very strict control. The peo- 
ple of Great Britain have seized the 
mills and have taken control of the 
wholesale and retail stores. They have 
enforced very strict laws against 
profiteering. These are some of the 
reasons why food in Great Britain has 
not reached the famine prices it might 
have been expected to reach. We ask 
you to conserve your food—not for our 
civilian population at all. That popu- 
lation can take care of itself. We have 
the great fear that there may be a 
shortage of food for the boys who are 
going through the hell of fire in the 
trenches. We ask you to join us in 
food production and in food conserva- 
tion. It is necessary that you as well 
gee to it that those who are bearing 
the greatest sacrifice of all shall not 
suffer in order that we may have our 
fill.’

‘have gone abroad under present con- 
ditions are rendering a patriotic serv- 
‘ice of high value, but every young 
man of fighting age who has gone 
abroad for the Y. M. C. A. at this time 
is a positive damage to the work and 
should: be instgntly sent home. It is 
an ignoble thing for an able-bodied 
man to,.be in such a position of bodily 
safety where his example must nat- 
urally excite cantempt and resentment 
among the men who, unlike him, are 
. risking their lives and have left their 
families for the sake of a great ideal. 
Of course, no man of draft age should 
be sent over, but this is not enough. 
The draft represents merely the mini- 
mum performance of duty. 

“No man of age to permit hig enter- 
ing the army abroad or at home should 
be sent over. If any such man is not 
in the army should be either because 
he has been turned down by the army 
authorities or physical reasons, or be- 
cause his work at home for his family 
or for the government imperatively de- 
mands his presence here. If he is able 
to go abroad at all he should go abroad 
in the army. The fact that he is abroad 
for the Y. M. Cc. A. is proof positive 
that he has no business to be there. 

“An officer in high command in 
France recently wrote home a letter 
which I have seen, describing the ex- 
perience of the junior officers of his 
command with some of the young able- 
bodied Y. M. C. A. representatives. 

“He began by an emphatic testimony 
to the admirable work the Y. - ©. a 
had done and to its great importance 
and by an emphatic statemem that it 
had a thoroughly bad effect on the en- 
listed men to see a young man of their 
own age engaged in such work. He 
then illustrated its effect on the young 
officers with whom those Y. M. C. A. 
men messed, writing ‘Two young Y. 
M. C. A. men have been at:two of the 
battalion messes. They are of the age 
whose presence here ts an annoyance to 
the army because they seem to have 
been exempted from the draft. They 
have obtained bullet-proof jobs and 
their presence here is a bad example to 
all the young men in the army. Last 
night at one mess the officers were so 
disgusted with the Y. M. C. A. work- 
er, who was actually wearing a uni- 
form with an officer’s belt on, that 
they began to chaff him, telling him 
that they were married men and were 
entitled to play safety first themselves 
and thought they would apply for jobs 
in the Salvation Afmy. The Y. M.

Washington, October 24.—No imme- 
diate prospect of peace, despite Ger- 
many’s gradual weakening of morale 
in the civilian population and the army, 
is seen by Pleasant.

x: Approximately 1,000 select troops 
representing the first contingent of 
soldiers of the draft army to be trans- 
ferred from Camp Devens, at Ayer, Mas- 
sachusetts, arrived at Camp Gordon 
yesterday afternoon and night after 
having been on the rails for more than 
30 hours. 

The men who arrived Wednesday rep- 


resent the initial movement of abot 
7,000 troops of the national camp from 
Camp Devens to Camp Gordon in com- 
pliance with the recent army order 
making drastic changes _ in .the per- 
sonnel of several army divisions. 

The usual program of transfer was 
carried out in the movement of the 
troops from the Massachusetts camp. 
The men were entrained in two sec- 
tions on special troop trains, the first 
train arriving at 4:30 in the afternoon 
and the other following it several hours 
later. | 

A large majority of the troops from 
Camp Devens come from large cities 
in Massachusetts and Connecticut. They 
are principally from Walton, Mass., 
New Haven, Conn. and Fair Haven, 
Mass., and they were an excellent look- 
ing bunch of troops. 

Only a very small per cent of the 
men are foreigners and the large ma- 
jority of them are men of splendid 
physique and appearance. They ap- 
pear to be quiet, reliable fellows, and 
ofticers at the camp are already pre- 
dicting that they will become splendid 
fighting men. 

The work of assigning the men to 
organizations and quarters’ required 
but a very short time, and last night

War insurance law, which is of great 
interest to the khaki-clad men at the 
camp.

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Camp Gordon had added another type 
of men to her already extensive cos- 
mopolitan popylation.

WHAT IS THE SOLDIERS’ INSURANCE LAW? Gordon’s Team Shows Great Class: 


Secretary McAdoo, in Address to the Men at Camp Gordon, Did Not Touch Upon the 
Liberty Loan, But Explained in Detail This Bill, and The Constitution 
Gives the Full Text of His Explanation. 


RINGING SENTENCES 
FROM SEC. M’ADOO’S 
ADDRESS TO SOLDIERS 


“America intends to spare no money 
or sacrifices to back you boys uD. 


“The kaiser will rue the day he 
sunk the Antillés.” 


“Your government is proud of you 
men of the national army—-you men 
who are to fight, and if need be, die 
for the principles of democracy so 
sacred to every American.” 


“The moment you put on a uniform 
to serve your country no insurance 
company will issue you @ policy to 
protect your loved ones. That is 
wrong.” 


“The government has very justly 
provided protection for your depend- 
ents, and you are now asked to join 
the best insurance company on the 
face of God’s earth—the govern- 
ment of the United States of Amer- 
ogg 


“There are some traitors in this 
country, but we shall run them 
down and punish them. You shall 
not be attacked from behind while 
braving the bullets of enemies in 
front.” 


“The kaiser brought America into 
this war and he shall pay the price 
i ee 


‘God grant that each of you may 
return to your loved ones and to the 
land that loves you with new hon- 
ors for yourself and a greater glory 
for the Stars and Stripes.” 


“We have never entered any war 
except for freedom and democracy, 
and thank God we have won every 
war we fought, and we'll win this.” 


“The greatest cancer of modern 
civilization is the German kaiser.” 


“We intend to go forward with 
you men to the very limit of the 
ability of this government.”

Secretary McAdoo devoted his Camp 
Gordon address almost entirely to the 
recently enacted soldiers’ and sailors’ 
insurance bill, and explained it con- 
cisely to the interest of every khaki- 
clad man before him. The secretary 
said: 

“What does this bill provide? First 
of all, that in this war the wife. and 
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$32.50, and will give $5 for each addi- 
tional child while the husband serv- 
ing in the army. Allowances are also 
provided for dependents other than the 
wife and children. 

“There never has been so humane, #0 
just and so generous a measure enact- 
ed before by any people. It is the first 
time within the history of our coun-

“In addition, if the man is killed and

Should he be so help- 
less as to require a nurse or attend- 
ant, he will be given up to $20 addi- 
tional Should he lose both feet, both 
hands, or both eyes, or be permanently 
bed-ridden, he will be paid $100 a 
month whether he is a bachelor or 
married. Your general commanding 
will be supplied with detailed informa- 
tion concerning these provisions of law, 
and it will be furnished to every man 
in this cantonment and In every other 
cantonment throughout the United 
States, so that you will know exactly 
what has been provided for you. 


“If a man is injured in such a way 
that he cannot resume the occupation 
or trade in which he was engaged when 
he entered the service, the government 
of the United States, at its own ex- 
pense, will re-educate that man to 
some form of occupation for which he 
will be capable, and which will enable 
him to spend the remainder of his life 
in useful work, helpful to himself and 
contributing to his own happiness. 
That is a very important provision. 

“If the government re-educates a dis- 
abled man to a new occupation and he 
earns money, no matter how much, be- 
cause of his new occupation and be- 
cause of his own effort, the govern- 
ment will continue to pay him the full 
amount he is entitled to for his dis- 
ability. All that he earns belongs to 
him in addition to what the govern- 
ment pays him. 

“Moreover, in this law the govern- 
ment has taken for its soldiera the most 
advanced step in the history of the 
world. When you men put the uniform 
on, it makes no difference how strong 
of heart you are, how strong of sinew 
you may be, how perfect every vital 
organ, or how good a risk you may be 
for a life insurance compatty in time 
of peace, you cannot get life insurance. 
There isn’t a company in America that 
would insure you except at prohibitive 
rates. When ][ took up this insurance 
bill, calling together. the life insurance 
representatives at Washington to dis- 
cuss it with them, I wanted to find out 
what could be done for you men in the 
way of giving you life insurance. They 
said $58 a thousand was the lowest fiz- 
ure at which any insurance company 
could afford to take such a risk, and 
that only for one year. At the end of 
one year they might increase that rate. 


So that if you desired to.take life in- 
surance from a private company it 
would cost you $580 a year for $10,000 
of insurance, which is more than 
entire pay y 
ernment. That manifestly puts life in- 
Surance from private avinpanies be- 
yond your means. 


“When the government calls you into 
the service it destroys your insurabil- 
ity. The duty of the government is to 
restore that destroyed insurability and 
to put every man in position to get 
insurance, here isn’t a man with an 
American heart under his jacket, if he 
has dependents, either wife, children, 
grandchiidren, mother, father, sister 
or invalid brother dependent upon him 
for support, who does not want to take 
life insurance for them. What, then, 
has the government done? It has pro- 
vided in this law that every man in the 
army or navy of the United States may 
within four months after enlistment— 
you must exercise this privilege within 
four months, but you do not have to 
take it; you can have it if you want 
it—take from $1,000 to $10,000 of in- 
Burance. From whom? Not from a 
private corporation, but from your gov- 
ernment. The people of the United 
States are going to insure your lives 
in the strongest insurance company in 


‘the world. There will be no failure to 
i! pay the policy with the government of 


the United States behind it. You only 
pay for this insurance if you take it, 
and at rates based upon what is called 
the American table of mortality for 
times of peace. This table represents 
the actual cost of imsurance as. de-

$10,000 would bring in $57.50 monthly. 
The period for payments to men total- 
ly and permanently disabled continues 
for life, even if that period exceeeds 
240 months. To safeguard the men 
during the four months left for volun- 
tarily taking out policies, the govern- 
ment, without any application, will 
automatically insure every man to the 
extent of over $4,000 for that period, 


payable in installments of $25 a month. | 


‘I want every soldier in the army to 
take $10,000 of that insurance for his 
own Ddenefit and for the benefit of 
those he loves. It is the best invest- 
ment you can make, because when you 
get back into civil life again that in- 
surance continues. You can still carry 
it and you will not need to reinsure 
yourselves at higher’ rates in private 
companies.”

German commander who brought the 
captured British merchantman Appam 
to Hampton Roads. Passengers from 
British vessels captured by German 
raiders were loaded aboard the Appam, 
which came into the American port in 
the hope that it could stay there for 
the duration of the war, under Ameri- 
can protection. After a hearing in the 
federal courts, however, the vessel waa 
turned over to the English and its Ger- 
man crew interned. Captain Berg was 
the ranking officer among the Germans 
He speaks 
English well and it is believed that it 

will be difficult to recapture him.

Officers believe that the girl came 
to Atlanta for the express purpose of 
liberating her sweetheart. The. pre- 
arranged decoy signal which helped the 
Germans to escape is believed to have 
been given by this girl or a man hired 
to assist her, supposedly a negro, 
About 8:30 o’clock Tuesday night, the 
hour that has been established as the 
time the Germans left the prison bar- 
racks, a pistol shot was heard coming 
from a direction calculated to draw the 
guards away from the point where the 
tunnel reached the = surface of the 
ground outside the prison fence. 

When the shot was heard guards 
were unable to determine just where it 
came from, and many went to investt- 
gate. Then the dirt covering the open- 
ing was allowed to fall in, and one by 
one the prisoners crept to freedom. 
Secret service men are already making 
a thorough search for the woman in the 
case and agents in other parts of the 
country are covering the movements of 
the people the prisoners are known to 
have been corresponding with since 
their incarceration in American prison 


; camps, 


Berg, the escaped German officer, has 
an international reputation. The Ap- 
pam, which wa2s captured by a German 


raider on the high seas and interned in} 


an American port an& through his feat 
of bringing the capfufed ship loaded 
with prisoners from other prizes into 
port, Berg received international no- 
tice. His picture was published in pa- 
pers over-the country. Later the con- 
troversy as to whether the Appam 
should be restored to England or not, 
known as the “Appam case,” agatn 
brought him fame as the commander. 
Clever Escape. 

His method of escape shows the 
shrewdness of the Teutons. A tunnel, 
which began underneath the mess hall 
kitchen near the big double wire fences 
went 154 feet into the ground and was 
not less than 100 feet long. The exit 
was made about 25 feet outside the 
sentry’s post beyond the fences. From 
here the Germans climbed into the 
woods and to liberty. 

According to officers,. the Germans 
sent from Fort Oglethorpe had been 
moved five times before from one camp 
to another. As all camps were but 
half completed, there has been more or 
less work for the Germans in getting 
their quarters {nto livable shape. They 
were extremely dissatisfied with thefr 
ne ye to Atlanta from Oglethorpe, 
where they had established a little re- 
public of their own behind their prison 
walls. Marv had written letters to 
friends complaining of having to build 
camp after camp, and wondering if they 
would have to clean up any more camps 
in America.

Members of the crews 
of these shi attempted to escape 
while interned at Fort Oglethorpe. No 
trouble has beén so far found with the 
members of the crew of the Kronprinse 
Wilhetm, who have been interned at 
Fort McPherson since the beginning of 
the war. :
